III 

The Officers diall be an honorary Piesident, hononuy Vice-Presi^ 
dents, two honorary Secretaries, two honorary Treasurers, and also a 

President, a Vice-Pre«?ident, a Secretary and a Treastirer, who, tojrf^ther 
with twenty other members, shall constitute the Executive Committee 
of the Society. The said (Mcers shall be elected annually. 

IV 

The nemben ditU be Japanete and Americans, and Acae prominent 
in pnbUe or aodal life, aelence, art, or literature, who ahall be elected 
br the EseeuliTie Committee. 

• ♦ 
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Candidates must bo proj)osod by one member and seconded by another. 
The tvindidat^-'s full name and occupation shall be entered in a form to be 
provided for tlie purpose, whidi shall be signed by the proposer and sec- 
onder^ or by their authority. 

The dectkm for membership shall be by the Execittiye Committee upon 
lecommendatioii from the Membership Sub-Committee, and ihall take plaee 
at such timei as the Committee shall think fit. 

The dection shall be by ballot; one black ball in five ahaU ezdnde. If 
twice rejected, a candidate cannot be again pnt np for deetioo without tiie 
nnanimoQS consent of the Committee. 

A Membership Sob-Committee, consisting of three members of the 
Executive Comntittee, shall be appointed annnally by the Bxecative Com- 
mittee. All proposals for membership most go before sndi Committee, 
whose duty shall be to recommend to the Executive Committee those whom 
it deems suitable for membeialiip. 



VI 

A majority of the Executive Committee may cancel the election of any 
member at any time, but his entrance fee and subscription shall be returned 
to him in case of cancellation of election. 



VII 

Tht management of the Society and the enforcing of these Rules shall 
be vested in the Executive Committee, and a majority of such Committee 
shall have power to add to, or alter, these Rules after giving two weeks 
notice to each member of the Committee of the proposal to so add to, or 
titer, the iame.

The Committee shall make all such rules and regulations as thej shall 
from time to time tiiink neeesMiy for die maiugenent and well-being of 
tiie Sodelj, and for eanylDg oat its objeelt, and aodi rdca and regnla- 
tions diall be binding on aU memben of the Society. 

One^thiid of tiie Committee shall be dlected at the annual meeting of 
the Society, and hold office for three years, onHMrd xeUring each jear 
and being eligible for reelection. 

Five members of the Committee shall form a quorum. 

The Comnjittt r shall have power to fill vacancies. 

The Committee shall appoint annually from their own number a 
Finance Committee, consisting of two members, who shall be responsible 
to the Executive Committee, to whom they shall report once a month, or 
oflener if leqnked. 

The Commitlee ahall have power to appoint tnbHMmnnittees lor any pur- 
poM Of objeelR, and to ddegate to snch anb-eonunltteea the f n nctio n a and 
powers of the Commitlee rdating to tiie same. 

There shall be an annual meeting of the Sodety held in February, on 
such day and at such place as the Committee may elect, two weeks' notice 
of ^urh meeting to be given by tiie Secretary in such manner as the Com- 
outtee may determine.

kaido or Formosa to see the abori^nal races of the Orient
